HIS CASK IS MOT SETTLED TET.

Astonishing Revelations and Propositions

“I am also glad to find that the cltUens of In­
dianapolis have got such a good organization for 
securing cheap gas for light and lueL borne of 
tbe wells must furnish n better gas than others, 
I will send some glass vessels in which to collect 
some ol the gee from the most prominent well* 
for analysis. If a suitable person will be selected 
to properly fill the vessels and send them to me 
by express, carefully packed, the analysis shall 
cost nothing. But I must have the gas property 
collected, so that the analyses will be of practical 
value.

“1 want tbe gss for a two-fold purpose: (1) To 
determine its lull value. (2) To determine bow 
many gallons ot wood aloonol can be made from 
1.000 cubic feet (methyllc alcohol and common 
alcohol); how much glycerine, chloroform, aoetie 
acid, wood vinegar, artificial fruit ethers—such as 
pineapple, strawberry, raspberry, apple, be- 
nanna, pear, etc., flavon—also carbolic acid, 
picric acid, etc., etc. Of course some gases will 
yield more of these products than other*.

Sad Story of Death In a Physician’s Fam­
ily at Negloy, O.

Tbe remaining five children are lying very 
low, and any or all of them may die at any mo- 
meat. Some time ago Vale became insanely and 
unnecessarily jealous of his wife, an estima­
ble aad worthy woman. His conduct aasnmed 
snob a violent form that the poor woman was 
driven from home and forced to seek an asy­
lum with friends in Pittebnrg, where she ie 
still, ignorant of the desolation wrought in 
her once bright home Friends are searching 
for her to bring her back. The authorities 
of Negley are earing for the eick orphans.
